Pensions 

Editor, Bulletin — Why all 
this wrangling over “old age 


pensions” in the Alberta legis- 
lature? Can anyone tell me how 
a man of 66 years can live: If he 
has nothing, no firms will hire 
him, no insurance wants to take 
a risk on him. 

Surely our government could 
pay $60 per month to any man 
or woman of 66 years that has 
lived in Canada at least 20 years 
and has less than $1.200 per an- 
num income, especially if he has 
4 wife and children to support. 

The amount would only be 
$720 per annum and its 100 to 1 
he lives six years. 

The fact that the majority of 
men at 66 are financially up 
against it, is not due to their own

Foreign 
Labor 


Editor, Bulletin—I'm a veteran 
with three years’ service over- 
seas, and although I've been al- 
most four months in Edmonton, 
seen a dozen contractors and 
filed several applications, the only 
employment I was able to get in 
this city was a couple of weeks’ 
work at the post office during 
the holiday season. Hundreds of 
foreigners, however, get good 
jobs here. Some of them-even 
get steady employment. Why are 
contractors and employers giving 
preference to alien labor? If 
citizens of this country consider- 
ed us veterans good enough to 
fight for them overseas they 
should consider us good enough 
to work for them in our own 
native land. 

Canada, being a large country, 
with a comparatively small popu- 
lation, needs new blood, able 
tradesmen for new industries and 
sturdy men to open up its new 
frontiers. The government's pol- 
icy on immigration is therefore a 
sound one, It's the government's 
duty, however, to see that immi- 
grants are carefully selected; that 
promises made to and by aliens 
are fulfilled, i.e, if an employer 
has agreed to use an immigrant 
for a certain period of time at a 
staled salary and that the afore- 
mentioned immigrant has agreed 
to this they should beth be bound 
by that agreement and the alien 
should not be allowed to seek 
emploment elsewhere until said 
agreement has been fulfilled. 

There are several reasons, as 
far as I can see, why employers 
welcome immigration and prefer 
using alien labor. A greater sup- 
ply of men on the labor market 
means, of course, cheaper labor. 
The ignorance of laws and cus- 
toms of this country on the part 
of immigrants could also be a 
means of income tax evasion on 
the part of certain unscrupulous 
employers.

The Alberta legislature has 
voted against abolishing the 
means test in old age pensions, 
The members will, of course, 


deny that this was their inten- 
tion, 

They will talk about political 
tricks, They will give many ex- 
planations. But they cannot deny 
that they voted against this pro- 
posal, They cannot deny it, even 
if they hurry and introduce such 
a resolution themselves and pass 
it. 

The whole reason for this sad 
display of mumbo-jumbo ig the 
silly political notion that no gov- 
ernment can afford to support 
an opposition move. 

Why not? If the idea is good 
why should any government fear 
to support it? 

In this province there is much 
said about the old line parties, 
yet of all the political nonsense 
that has grown up with the party 
system, this idea is the worst and 
it is the one idea which new poll- 
tical parties seem to adopt just 
as readily as have any of the old 
parties. 

We talk about needed reforme 
in many of our parliamentary 
proceedings because the world 
today requires far differemt con- 
siderations from those of a cen- 
tury ago, 

In spite of arguments to the 
contrary, political parties are 
necessary because {t is essential 
to provide some basis of unanim- 
ity in political issues if anything 
is to be accomplished. The politi- 
cal party and the political caucus, 
in spite of certain abuses, do 
provide the most practical means 
for doing this,

Gloomy Contrasts 


Show Up In Wa 


When TI got to Paris the other 
day I showed Eric Nicol, the 
Canadian humorist now domi- 
ciled there, a copy of the story 
I wrote on a day and night spent 
in the Rhondda Valley of South 
Wales. I couldn't figure how I 
came to write this story. It was 
like nothing I'd ever done before 
and I didn’t know whether it 
was very good or very bad. 

“It is very bad,” Nicol said, 
although it clearly pained him 
to say it. “It is very bad and it 
is also the gloomiest damned 
story I ever read.” 

I suppose that is what it was. 
Certainly I don't recall any 
other experience that left me so 
depressed as that visit in the 
valley of coal. I've been think- 
ing about this now, as the Queen 
Elizabeth steams toward New 
York, and trying to analyze my 
reaction, 

Part of it, I suppose, is that 
the Welsh people I met—mostly 
miners and their women folk— 
impressed me a great deal with 
their depth of character. One 
does not sum up a race in a day, 
I know, but here was a mixture 
of humility and pride and dig- 
nity and honest sentiment that 
I found very moving. I hadn't 
been in the sad little town of 
Maerdy an hour before I felt 
that these people had something 
noble about them. 

Okay, then whatever it was, 
it made you mournful inside to 
see how they lived, Sure, they 
call the miner the peace-time 
hero of Great Britain, But there 
in Maerdy they live in a kind of 
respectable squalor, I've been in 
slums and felt the tragedy of 
them. Maerdy has something 
more tragic about it. 

I will give you an example. 

In one long row of houses a 
single miner has a bathtub, He 
took me in to see it. I could 
feel him watching my face as 
we gazed at it, He watched for 
my reaction as a friend of mine 
in London watched me when he 
displayed a new Raoul Dufy 
painting, It is a strange experi- 
ence for a North American to 
whom a bathtub is just a bath- 
tub end not a sign of a new way 
of life,

Later on, when my mind is 
less crowded with impressions, 
I may try to write something 
about those 20 hours in Maerdy, 
Right now I'm thinking of the 
two old retired miners who 
showed me through the Work- 
men's Hall, From the outside 
this great old stone barn looks

but it has become customary to 
consider it a crime if such a 
disagreement is made _ public. 
Surely members are more than 
rubber stamps. But, if they are, 
then why this archaic pretense 
at absolute unanimity. 

Carry it a step farther. Why 
the pretense that the government 
of the day is the only body able 
to judge any issue, and, above 
all, why the ridiculous pretense 
that a government is infallible? 

If a government idea is wrong 
and if, during a debate it can 
be shown to be wrong in princi- 
ple, it is surely better for the 
country to admit the mistake and 
change that policy. No person is 
infallible. Then why should a 
minister of the Crown feel it a 
public disgrace and _ political 
suicide to change his mind in 
public. 


No Corner 


On Brains 

Neither has the government 
side any corner on brains. Op- 
position members have often ad- 
vanced excellent ideas, Why not 
accept them? Why not take ad- 
vantage of every good idea ex- 
pressed? 

Yet we know that if the oppo- 
sition suggests anything, the gov- 
ernment feels constrained to re- 
ject it. If the idea is particularly 
sound, the government may use 
some pretext to introduce the 
same idea itself, in order to pre- 
tend that it is an original gov- 
ernment idea. 

But why all this make-believe? 
Anyone who has followed any 
government or legislature knows 
perfectly well that smart govern- 
ments repeatedly make use of 
opposition ideas. 

Why not simply accept the idea 
when {t is advanced? 

The public has surely passed 
the childish stage of having to be 
kidded along about government 
measures, 

In this modern day and age, 
we would progress much more 
rapidly if we discarded some of 
these out-dated customs. 

If we used our legislatures as 
places for the study ‘of policies 
and the discussions of ideas, the 
government which was ready to 
place accomplishments ahead of 
political appearances, even to the 
extent of publicly changing its 
mind on policies, might be agree- 
ably surprised at how great its 
reputation would be enhanced.

SPIRIT RIVER, March 18 — 
J, M, Fildes, postmaster oi Spirit 
River for 82 years, is now on the 
other side of the wicket 

Like everybody else, tie ges 
his mail the hard way, via the 
lineup, P 

The only postmaster most 
Spirit River folk remember, Mr, 
Fildes first came to Ft, St, Joho, 
B.C,, from Aberdeen, Scotland, 
in 1907, to work for the Hudson's 
Bay Company, transferring in 
1910 to their post at Spirmt River 
which was then located on its old 
site on the Spirit River 

He remained in their employ 
until 1918 at which time he be- 
came postmaster, 

Mr. Fildes pictured the little 
settlement of Spirit River as it 
was when he arrived. 


“Why, when I came here there 
were only six or seven white 
people around, In the fali when 


the Indians were going to pitch 
to their hunting grounds, 
they would come in to get out- 
fitted with ammunition, . Ylour, 
tobacco and traps. In the spring 
they would return with ‘heir furs 
and pay for the amount we had 
advanced them and any surplus 
they would trade in for grub 
and dry goods 

“There was no money in those 
days; it was all done by barter, 
and we traded in beaver skins, A 
‘skin’ was valued at 85 cents 

“In the winter of 1915 the towa 
moved to its present location 
and in the winter of 1916 the rail- 
road came through, The towa 
grew rapidly*afler that.”
